Boandftiiea.  SECTION  1.  Uie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That

the  same  is  hereby  set  off  from  the  township  of  Lapeer,  and 
declared  to  be  a  city  by  the  name  of  '*the  city  of  Lapeer,"  by 
which  name  it  shall  hereafter  be  known. 
Body  oor-  ^^^  ^'  ^^^  inhabitants  of  said  city  shall  be  and  continue  a 
pSTuoi^^  body  corporate  and  politic,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  as 
the  city  of  Lapeer,  and  by  that  name  it  shall  be  known  in  law,

State,  who  shall  be,  or  be  suspected  of  being  infected  with 
any  snch  disease,  to  be  sent  to  snch  pest-honse  or  hospital  if 
the  health  physician  and  two  other  physicians  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding the  attending  physician  of  the  sick  person,  if  he  have 
one,  shall  certify  that  the  removal  of  such  person  is  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health;  to  remove  from  the 
dty  or  destroy  any  furniture,  wearing  apparel,  or  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  or  other  articles  or  property  of  any 
kind,  which  shall  be  suspected  of  being  tainted  or  infected 
with  any  pestilence,  or  which  shall  be  or  be  Vkeiy  to  pass  into 
such  a  state  as  to  generate  and  propagate  disease;  to  abate  all 
nuisances  of  every  description  which  are  or  may  be  injurious 
to  the  public  health,  in  any  way,  and  in  any  manner  they  may 
deem  expedient;  and  from  time  to  time  to  do  all  acts,  make  all 
regulations,  and  pass  all  ordinances  which  they  shall  deem 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  preservation  of  health  and  the 
suppression  of  disease  in  the  city,  and  to  carry  into  effect  and 
execute  the  powers  hereby  granted.

necessary  officers,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties^  and 
rdative  to  anything  whatever  that  may  advance  the  interest  d 
education,  the  good  government  and  prosperity  of  public 
schools  in  said  city,  and  the  welfare  of  the  public  conceniiDg

Seventh.  General  road  fund,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  repair-  General  road 
ing  paved  streets  and  alleys,  and  of  grading^  paving  and  im- 
proving the  highways,  streets  and  alleys  of  said  dty,  in  front 
of,  or  adjacent  to  the  property  of  the  corporation.
